Analysis of the evidence obtained by 
Post-Dispatch reporters strongly supports 
the supposition that the murdered man 
was from Texas .or at least frequently vis- 
ited Texas.

ELKINS, W. Va., Oct. 3.—Henry G. 
Davis today made public his letter of ac- 
ceptance of the nomination for the vice- 
presidency by the Democratic national con- 
vention in St. Louis. The letter in full fol- 
lows: 

Hon John Sharp Williams, Chairman, 
and other Members, of the Committee.— 
Dear Sirs: In aesoreance with custom and 
my promise when notified by your commit- 
tee at White Sulphur Springs on Aug. 17, 
of my nomination for the office of wece- 
presi ent, I submit the following observa- 
jon upon some of the questions now before 
the country. 


TIMES PROPITIOUS FOR CHANGE 

The times are propitious for the reinstate- 
ment of the Democratic party in control 
of the government. The public mind is be- 
ing disillusioned of the pretension of the 
Republican party so long and so arrogantly 
made that the material prosperity of the 
country depends upon its own ascendancy. 
Thoughtful and patriotic people are Lecom- 
ing more and more distrustful of the heady 
and personal element of the present admin- 
istration, and are more than willing to see 


it replaced by one that better recognizes 
constitutional and other lawful restraints, 

They demand that the present wasteful! 
extravagance in the expenditure of the 
money, drawn by taxation from the indus 
try of the ple, shall cease, and that 
economy and honesty in the public service 
shal] be again regarded, as virtues in the 
high places of the government. 


EXPENSES OF GOVERNMENT. 


The expenditures per capita of the gov- 
ernment are increasing at an alarming 
rate. When the present administration 
went into power there was a large surplus, 
but notwithstanding the enormous taxa- 
tion, the revenues therefrom are not now 
adequate to meet the demands made by 
reckiess appropriations. The revenues fell 
short during the last fiscal year over 
$40,000,000. In the first 60 days of this fiscal 
year the expenditures exceeded the receipts 
by $24,000,000, and if this rate of excess 
should continue the deficit for the present 
fiscal year would be in the neighborhood 
of $140,000,000. This needless deficit is due 
to the extravagance of the administration, 
and can only be met by imposing addi- 
tional taxes or selling bonds, thereby in- 
creasing the interest-bearing debt of the 
government. 

Which course. will the Republicans adopt? 
The cost .of government during the fiscal 
year was $7.14 per capita, which mé€ans that 
the average tax paid in some form or an- 
other by every family of five persons to- 
ward the support of the national adminis- 
tration of public affairs was over $25, 
which, in the case of wage earners, is a 
considerable percentage of their entire 
earnings for the year. No more money 
should be taken from the people by tax- 
ation, direct or indirect, than is necessary 
for the needs of a government economically 
administered. To show the rapid growth 
of the cost of government, it is only nec- 
essary to give the total aaa in the 
last fiscal year of the following adminis-

ARMY. 


In answer to criticisms upon the size and 
expense of maintaining the army, the Pres- 
ident has said that the number of soldiers 
now is no greater per capita than in former 
times. But an army ithen was necessary 
to protect settlers from the Indians and to 
do other police duty in the unsettled por- 
tion of the country—conditions which do 
not now exist. The army, however, has 
greatly increased in cost, much faster rel- 
atively than it has in numbers. The ex- 
penses were:

Under Recagratt. in 1904 115,000,000 

We hail as a harbinger of the new era 
in the commence of the world the incep- 
tion of the great work of building the 
canal that is to join the two great oceans, 
but we deprecate the action of the present 
administration, which inflicted a wound 
upon our national honor by its disregard 
for the rights of a weaker nation, in order 
to gain a doubtful credit for energy in for- 
warding that great enterprise.

That. many of the existing tariff r 
are excessive and enable powerful v 
nutions to extort ust and oppressive 
tribute from the peopie cannot be contre- 
verted.

Steel rails are a conspicuous example in 
this respect. It is admitted that they are 
being made for $15 a ton. A few years ago 
they were freely sold in this country at 
$17 a ton. They are now selling at the 
mills here for home consumption at $28 a 
ton and for the foreign market at from 
$18 to $22 a ton. This unjust discrimina- 
tion against our people is made possible 
only by a tariff that on this article is en- 
tirely too high. 

The average selling price of a hundred 
articles, taken go ged from the 
and steel list, is found tu be about WB per 
cent higher in this country than abroad. 
Relief from these conditions will only come 
through the success of the Democratic 
party, which stands for a wise, conserva- 
tive and gradual change in the tariff laws, 
which will equalize the burdens of taxa- 
tion and make honest competition possible.

With the pgWwer they are able to 
exert they can lesg@n competition, control 
prices and regulate;to their own advantage 
the law of supply dnd demand. “Individual 
effort is helpless against such strong rivals, 
and the natural right of all persons to bar- 
ter and trade is unnaturally restricted. 
The effort of these trusts is to control or 
monopolize and these monopolies, when un- 
restrained seem to produce conditions which 
bring about strikes and disorders and dis- 
turb the business affairs of the country. 
Local self-government, that came to us 
not us the gift of the national govern- 
ment. but as the legitimate outcome of the 
reserve powers of the states and of the 
ople, is the very cornerstone of our polit- 
toe structure and the best assurance of 
liberty reguiated by law. It can only be 
maintained by strict observance of the 
limitations of the federal constitution. 
The Democratic party has always resist- 
ed, and will continue to resist, the en- 
croachment by its enemies upon the fun- 
damental right of the people of the sev- 
eral states. All wer comes from the 
people, and should be surrendered only in 
the interests of the people, and whenever 
this power is used for selfish interests it 
is not only an ahuse, but usurpation. 


ARBITRATION. 

The declaration in the St. Louls platform 
in favor of arbitration is one that appeals 
to any seuse of fairness. Nations and 
states have employed to advantage this 
method of sé@ttling disputed questions, 
states have invoked its ald with good re- 
sults, and individuals frequently have re- 
sort to it in adjusting questions of differ- 
ence. The Hague tribunal, representing the 
sentiment of conciliation, is the highest 
practical expression of intelligent thought 
on this subject. 

The principles of arbitration are the same, 
whether governing in the eat court of 
nations or applied in the affairs of indus- 
trial life. Its permanent establishment as 
a part of the industrial system of the coun- 
try, on a@ basis of mutual consent of all 
parties to a controversy, would insure more 
friendly relations between employer and 
employed, for the interest of the working- 
man and the employer are identical. ft 
affords a safe and equitable method of de- 
termining differences that may arise and 
has been called ‘‘a reasonable and natural 
node” of settling such disputes. The spir- 
it of arbitration is kindred to the love of 
law und order. It is the arbiter of peace 
instead of war, and makes for happiness 
instead of sorrow. 

All lovers of their country must depre- 
eate the rehabilitation by the Republican 
party of a disappearing race, issue, at a 
time when every effort should be made to 
promote rather than retard the progress 
which was being made in the states where 
slavery had existed, toward kindliler rela- 
tions between the two races.

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POLICE POWER AND GRADE CROSSINGS. 

In a case fecently decided by the Tennessee Supreme Court 
it was held that a mumicipal corporation may, by the exer- 
rise of the police power, compel a railroad company to construct 
and maintain an overhead crossing or a viaduct. 

The Tennessee court quotes as follows from a Nebraska de- 
rision: “The essential quality of the police power as a gov- 
ernmental agency is that it imposes upon persons and property 


burdens designed to promote the safety and welfare of the 


general public. It is one of the powers which has been re- 
served by the people of the state, and it cannot be surrendered, 
to require persons and corporations to so exercise their rights 
as not unnecessarily to injure others.” 

“The 
Jegislature may compel a railroad company to construct a 
bridge at the point of intersection of a railroad and turnpike 
e060 as to carry the turnpike over the railroad in a manner 
particularly specified, and it may do this although it may not 
possess fa reserve power to alter or modify the charter of the 
railroad company; in other words, it may do it in the mere 
‘exercise of ite police power.” 

A Missouri case is cited by McQuillin, Municipal Code, in 
which it is held that “the delegation to the municipal corpora- 
tion of the power to regulate the speed of railroad trains with- 
in its limits need not be given in express terms, but may be 
{mplied from the power of the city to abate nuisances and pro- 
vide for the general welfare, since such regulations are police 
regulations purely.” 

Cannot this power be invoked to compel the abolition of 
grade crossings? There is a saving grace in the police power 
which has saved many a state and community in this coun- 
try from the oppression of corporations.

THE DILEMMA OF EXTRAVAGANCE. 

The letter of Mr. Davis accepting the Democratic nomination for the vice- 
presidency, a business-like discussion of business issues by a business man, is a 
welcome foil to the claptrap of the ‘spell binder.”’ 

Upon thetopic of federal extravagance Mr. Davis’ plain statement of the facts 
is unanswerable. The expenses of the government have grown from $5.29 per 
capitu in 1892 to $7.14 in 1204 and an addition of $10 per year for each average fam- 
ily. The cost of the army has riser from $38,000,000 in 1880 to $115,000,000 in 1904, 
though the intervening veurs have seen the complete cessation of Indian warfare. 

Where but a little time ago extravagance breeding surplus was the fiscal 
problem of the federal governinent, a deficit is now threatening to succeed it. 
The deficit for the first two months of the fiscal year, July and August, reached 
$24,000,009, of which £15,C00,6u0 was accourted for by increases in war and navy de- 
partment expenditures, even over the enormous totals for 1903-4. A slight surplus 
for September is accounted for largely by the rapid repayment of the St. Louis 
Fair loan. 

In view of these facts, there ts great pertinence in Mr. Davis’ statement of the
